‘Prosecutor Outlines

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP)—

There they separated and ap- 
proached the house from opposite 
directions. The battle ensued 
and both Torresola and Collazo 
were felled by shots.

SAN JUAN, Feb. 27 (uP)— 
Eight Puerto Rican Nationalists 
were convicted last night on 
charges of conspiracy against the 
United States and destroying its 
property. 

They include Elio and Bla.ica 
Canales Torresola, brother and 
cousin, respectively, of Griselio 
Torresola, the Puerto Rican Na- 
tionalist who was killed while try- 
ing to assassinate President Tru- 
man. 

The defendants were convicted 

of destroying the United States 
post office at Jayuya during the 
abortive revolt against American 
rule in Puerto Rico last fall.

Smith said he expected no 
difficulty in getting Senate con- 
firmation of Rogers, as he had 
obtained the approval of Senator 
Richard J. Chamier of Moberly, 
in whose district Rogers lives. 

A-former employe of the State 
Agriculture Department, Rogers 
was. described by Gov. Smith as 
having had experience in indus- 
trial relations matters. As chair- 
man of the State Board of Media- 
tion he will have the duty of pre- 
serving labor peace in the state’s 
utilities under the King-Thomp- 
son Act. The post pays $5000 a 
year.

The exportation of critical ma- | 
terials from the United States is 
prohibited by the Export Control 
Act unless such shipments are li- 
censed by the Office of Interna- 
tional Trade of the Department 
of Commerce. Such shipments are 
policed by the Bureau of Cus- 
toms, and the Office of Interna- 
tional Trade investigates viola- 
tions of the Export Control Act. 
Also in the Department of Com- 
merce, the Office of Technical 
Services acts as a clearing house 
for business men, scientists, public 
officials and private citizens who 
would like to gct the views of ap- 
propriate Government agencies 
regarding the advisability of re- 
leasing or withholding specific 
technical information in their po- 
sition. 

Clandestine Radio Detection. 

The Federal Communications 
Commission has the responsibility 
for detecting the operation of un- 
authorized and clandestine radio. 
transmitting stations within the 
confines of the United States and 
the territorial possessions. 

The issuance of visas for aliens 
to visit this country and pass- 
ports for Americans going abroad 
is strictly a function of the State 
Department. 

The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion has the responsibility for the 
physical security of all atomic 
installations, it is also responsible 
for the security of — classified 
documents and records within the 
confines of these installations and 
for personnel security. 

The security of military and 
naval reservations as well as the 
investigation of civilian personnel 
for employment on these reserva- 
tions is the duty of the intelli- 
gence and security agencies of 
the armed services.

Civil Liberties. : 

The protection of the nation’s 
internal security is a twofold re- 
sponsibility.

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Curbing Labor Monopolies 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The walk-out staged by the labor rep- 
resentatives from the Wage Stabiliza- 
tion Board, and subsequent rumblings 
from various labor leaders, suggest that 
segments of organized labor are en- 
tirely willing to make use of their 
monopoly powers to exact further 
concessions. 

The concept of legitimate labor 
union activity which encourages a sin- 
gle organization to wield control over 
the labor supply of an entire industry 
poses serious questions concerning the 
probable lifetime of our economic sys- 
tem. The industry-wide union, in ef- 
fect, says to the public, “Help us force 
Management to accede to our demands 
or we will deprive you of coal (or steel, 
or railroad service). You must take 
our side and force a settlement favor- 
able to us or we will bring the entire 
economy crashing down.” 

The public, having failed to protect 
itself against such a threat, must per- 
force surrender. A board is formed, it 
holds hearings, issues recommendations, 
and the settlement is justified by po- 
litical semantics. And this is all done 
in the name of coeflective bargaining. 

In Britafn today we see the next 
stage in the progression. We see the 
spectacle of a government formed by 
labor as a whole against which power- 
ful segments of labor are striking to 
enforce special concessions. Where 
can such a process end but in a mael- 
strom of strikes by everybody against 
everybody else? Such chaos could set 
us back to the Stone Age. 

Half a century ago, it became obvious 
in this country that curbing the powers 

of capital was necessary if the indi- 
vidual self-determination envisaged by 
the writers of the Constitution were to 
continue to be possible. The fact that 
the curbing of the power of capital has 
not yet been entirely completed does 
not in any way detract from the need 
for similar treatment of labor. 

It is not enough to hope that labor 
will grow into its responsibilities and 
temper its actions accordingly. It is 
necessary that such temperance be as- 
sured by careful limitation of power.

Under the bill, if these 
people wish they may on their own 
initiative place a lien on their property 
for the amount of assistance to be re- 
ceived, thereby becoming eligible on the 
same terms as those with no property 
or property of less value.

They were 
written mostly by people who have no 
one especially entitled to inherit their 
property and who would ask nothing 

tter than to stay in their own homes 
and have State assistance as long as 
they live and to allow the State to col- 
lect after their death for the amount of 
assistance received.

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Troops for Europe 


The growth in congressional sentiment in 
favor of contributing more American troops to a 
North Atlantic defense force is on the side of 
peace in the free world. 

As witness after witness before the Senate 
Armed Services and Foreign Relations commit- 
tees has made clear, there will be no conceiv- 
ably adequate North Atlantic defense without 
American participation. Also there will be no 
adequate American defense without a North 
Atlantic defense force. 

Consequently the move by Senators Connally 
and Russell to pull the teeth of whatever con- 
gressional opposition may be left is welcome. 
They proposed a compromise resolution which 
would give Senate approval to sending more 
American soldiers to Europe, provided that the 
President is assured that “our North Atlantie 
treaty partners are making contributions com- 
mensurate with their ability, geographic position 
and general economic condition.” 

Those are the three basic factors which should 
determine the size of military contributions. 
And what that proviso seems to say in effect 
is that the defense force is to be a joint one, 
with each ally making an equal sacrifice. This 
is how the force should be built, and how the 
planners envision it. If spelling it out in a 
Senate resolution will help resolve American 
doubts about this project, then let it be said. 

Equally, there seems to be no valid objection 
to the stipulations that the President should 
make a progress report to Congress every six 
months, and should consult with the Foreign 
Relations and Armed Services committees in 
Congress, among others, in making future de- 
cisions. The President has the power to station 
American troops where they best serve the 
defense of the United States. But the recent 
furor over the matter is proof enough that 
Congress should understand what is going on. 

Of course, how much understanding there is 
even now among some Congressmen is open to 
question. Senator Taft, for example, charged 
that Administration witnesses were “trying to 
escape admitting” that there is a definite plan 
for the establishment of an international force. 
Yet the Administration always has made it 
clear that this is to be a joint, international 
force under Gen. Eisenhower. 

The international aspect of the planning, in 
fact, is the great strength of what is contem- 
plated. To achieve most effective use of what 
is available and what can be produced speedily, 
no individual.nation can act in “glorious isola- 
tion” from its neighbors. The free world is 
jointly menaced. It must respond to the threat 
jointly, each nation contributing its fair share to 
help itself and its partners. 
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Making It Sure in History 

In the last day rush to ratify the two-term 
presidential amendment, Utah got in ahead of 
Nevada and Nevada beat out Minnesota. Though 
final approval is primarily the joint handiwork 
of the anti-Roosevelt G.O.P. and Dixiecrat legis- 
latures, it is appropriate that Nevada should 
have capped the climax.

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Short Lament for Langtry 

A dispatch from Del Rio, Tex., reports the 
destruction of a hotel where Judge Roy Bean 
was the “law west of the Pecos” about 80 years 
ago. Judge Bean dealt his peculiar justice 
mostly at Langtry, which is about 50 miles or 
so west of Del Rio as the crow flies, if any 
crow wants to fly over that barren country. 
Langtry actually is west of the Pecos river, or 
more accurately, was. 

The law west of the Pecos was decided over 
a keg of booze at the Jersey Lily saloon, named 
for the famous and beautiful Lillie Langtry. 
Judge Bean idolized her to such an extent that 
he gave her his revolvér and that, for the man 
and the country, was an extravagant gift. As 
to his law, there f§ nothing else like it in history 
or in the statute books. 

When Bean held an inquest and found $48 
and a revolver on a corpse, he fined the dead 
man $40 for carrying a concealed weapon and. 
$8 costs. When he received a legal complaint 
for divorcing couples he had married, he ig- 
nored the law but told the complainant, “I 
reckon a man has a right to undo anything he 
has done, if he can.” 

What is left of Langtry today consists prin- 
cipally of two filling stations, one empty, and 
a legend. Of the law that was dispensed there 
it is best to say, as Will Rogers once said of 
Congress, “Every time they make a joke it’s 
a law, and every time they make a law it’s a 
joke.”

Recent letters to the editor have asked if the 
road bills now in the Legislature are fair on 
two points. One concerns a proposal to put an 
8-cent tax on diesel and propane fuels though 
the increased gasoline levy would be only 4 
cents a gallon. The other involves a plan to 
reduce all passenger car license fees to a 
flat $7. 

The object of Representative Duvall’s bills is 
to set road taxes, as nearly as practicable, on a 
basis of road’use. In recent years some truck 
operators have found they could get more mile- 
age at less cost by using other fuels than gaso- 
line. If diesel oil allows them to use the roads 
more than gasoline at the same cost, it seems 
equitable to put a higher tax on the ail. 

For about the same reason the truck fees 
would be graded according to weight, but pas- 
senger auto fees would be reduced to an even 
figure. One reason is that trucks have not been 
paying a fair sharé of road costs. Moreover, 
the damage done to highways by passenger cars 
does not vary with the weight nearly as much 
as in the case of trucks. For a Buick may not 
weigh very much more than a Chevrolet, but 
a heavy truck may: weigh eight or ten times as 


much as either. The gasoline=tax itself is a 
kind of use tax and it will fall equally on all 
road users, in the little car or the big truck. 
So on these points the Duvall bills appear fair. 
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A Policy for the President 

A single federal agency to manage the devel- 
opment of the Missouri Valley is proposed by 
the President’s ‘Water Resources Policy Com- 
mission. This is what the Post-Dispatch has 
been advocating for seven years. 

Whether it is named the Missouri Valley 
Authority or, as’ the President's Commission 
calls it, the Missouri Basin Commission, it is 
all the same as long as it is a single agency 
with sufficient authority to do the job. 

_ Whatever its name, it will do its job well 
fonly if it takes full advantage of the experience 
' of the Tennessee Valley Authority. 

Nobody is satisfied with the present many- 
Managers arrangement in the Missouri Valley 
except the federal bureaus doing the multiple 
managing, the members of Congress through 
whom the bureaus dispense their patronage, 
and the business concerns that get the profit- 
able jobs. Everybody else favors a single man- 
agement. _ 

The Commission on Organization of the Ex- 
ecutive Branch of the Government, headed by 
former President Hoover, denounced the pres- 
ent arrangement and called for a single man- 
agement. Its way would be to transfer the Army 
Engineers’ flood control and rivers-and-harbors 
functions to the Interior Department. 

Even some members of the Missouri Basin 
Interagency Committee, front organization for 
the many managers, are dissatisfied with too 
many cooks for one broth, and see the need for 
single management. 


Even 150 private utilities banded together in : 


the Electric Companies’ Advertising Program 
realize that the public favors the single-manage- 
ment principle of ECAP’s arch-hate, .TVA. 

Single management instead of multiple man- 
agement is simply good business. 

There is no reason why Government opera- 
tions should be handicapped with slipshod busi- 
ness methods, and divided authority is a slip- 
shod business method. ) 

The report of the President's commission 
will, we hope, finally bring it home to Congress 
that a single federal agency of management fs 
wanted to do in the Missouri Valley what the 
nation needs to have done here. 
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Nonsense From the A.M.A. 


The American Medical Association, which has 
a habit of opposing any development in the 
economics of medical care it cannot control, 
has announced its opposition to a pending Sen- 
ate bill which would provide federal aid for 
education in medicine and allied fields. 

Dr. Elmer L. Henderson of Louisville, A.M.A. 
president, said doctors “feel the bill will end 
in federal control of the nation's medical 
schools.” This is nonsense. The bill, which inci- 
dentally has been approved by such a doughty 
fighter for capitalism and private enterprise 
as Senator Taft, contains specific safeguards 
against federal interference in medical education. 

Indeed, there is no more danger of Govern- 
ment control under the pending bill than there 
is of A.M.A. control under the organization’s 
own plan to help bail out the hard-pressed 
schools. The two plans differ in one important 
particular. The A.,M.A. proposes to put up $500,- 
000, a sum which would make only a small dent 
in the general need. The Senate bill would pro- 
vide all the money that could be used effectively 
in beginning the process of giving the nation 
the medical personnel that is needed. 

If the A.M.A. will bring itself to co-operate, 
this process could get under way. 
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The Cartels’ Last-Ditch Effort 


Stockholders in German steel firms have em- 
ployed a famous name in a last-ditch effort to 
stall Allied plans for decartelization. They have 
hired former Secretary of War Robert Patterson 
to help make their case. He might prove to be 
an especially effective choice, from the share- 
holders’ standpoint, because he used to be a 
boss of John J. McCloy, now United States High 
Commissioner for Germany. 

There can be little disagreement with Mr. 
Patterson’s argument that there should be a 
“democratic” reorganization which would leave 
Ruhr industries “financially sound and opera- 
tionally efficient.” But that goal is a far differ- 
ent matter from no decartelization at all, and 
Mr. McCloy and his French and British col- 
leagues should stand firm on the principle. 

The argument that decartelization would in- 
terfere with West Germany’s essential industrial 
contribution to West Europe’s protection does not 
hold water. Competition should help strengthen 
German industry, and hence help increase, not 
decrease, its contribution to the common defense. 

Of course, just how far any individual cartel 
should be broken up is a matter for expert 
determination. Too many technical details are 
involved to permit, laymen to make wise judg- 
ments. But as much decartelization as possible 
not only should be enforced now but should 
be policed later to make sure it sticks. 

Perhaps the most pressing need in connection 
with this dispute is that it be resolved as fast 
as possible. The cartels’ eleventh-hour fight 
for life is holding up signing of the agreements’ 
to put the Schuman pool of West Europe's coal 
and steel into effect. And failure to begin the 
Schuman plan is one of the major blocks to 
beginning to use West Germany’s resources for 
the common defense. 
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Let the Curators Re-affirm 
For the first time since the confirmation of

What About Wage Control?

Inflation will not stop until brakes are put on wages as well as 
prices, editorial says; labor members walked out on Stabilization 
1 Board and Director Eric Johnston may have to order pay freeze 
himself; whole question of holding down living costs awaits decision,

Inflation is everybody's hair shirt. It 
itches and stings the backs of labor and 
management, rich and poor, government 
and private enterprise. These interests 
are supposed to be represented in the 
Wage Stabilization Board. Three members 
represent the public, three represent labor 
and three represent industry. 

It is the board's business to recommend 
a formula to Stabilization Director Eric 
Johnston. And the formula is intended 
to be the fairest plan 
by which wages can 
be put in relation to 
the new high costs . 
of living and pegged 
there. 

If they are _ not 
stopped somewhere 
-— now while the na- 
tional economy is at 


‘boiling point — the 


pressure of higher 
labor costs will push 
consumer goods costs | 
higher, inspiring new demands for wage in- 
creases. The circle never ends under 
conditions like that. Nobody ever catches 
up with the sprinting dollar. 

It is extremely unfortunate, then, for 
the Wage Stabilization Board to have split 
apart so soon in its difficult task. The 
six representatives of the public and indus- 
try are agreed on a formula. The three 
labor representatives disagreed and 
walked out. 

The dispute is over a question of how 
much the board members think wages 
may be raised above the January 1950 
level without feeding the fire of inflation. 
Industry members first suggested 8 fer

cent—that is, they said wages should not 
rise more than 8 per cent above January 
1950 levels, before July 1, 1951. 


Labor members held out for 12 per cent. 
Chairman Cyrus Ching and the public 
members offered 10 per cent as a com- 
promise, and industry agreed. 


It is interesting to look back at the De- 
partment of Labor consumer price index, 
and see just where inflation has led us. 
In January 1950, the price index was 166.9 
(the index regards prices from 1935 to 
1939 as “100” or normal). The index 
about a year later (Dec. 15, 1950, to be 
exact) was 178.4, an increase of 11.5 points 
—not per cent. That is an increase of less 
than 7 per cent. 


Certainly the board is talking of stabil- 
izing wages until next July, and it is pos- 
sible that living costs might rise an addi- 
tional 3 per cent by that time. The prob- 
ability that they will is decreased, how- 
ever, if thé machinery for inflation control 
works. Probability that they will is in- 
creased if the stabilization machinery 


breaks down. ; 


Bland statistics may be infuriating to 
housewives who look at grocery price tags. 
They don’t have much.appeal for a worker 
who knows another industry gave a bigger 
pay raise than the one fe got. But it is 
important to the housewife, the worker 
and everybody else that inflation stop now. 


Mr. Johnston is faced with making a de- 
cision on the wage freeze himself unless 
the labor members of the board come to 
agreement. If they refuse to do so it may 
endanger the whole effort of. inflation 
control, a result of obvious danger to all 


of us. 


An Outcast in Charleston

The personal price a man sometimes 
must pay for standing for a cause he 
thinks is right is forcefully. illustrated 
in a day in the life of Federal District 
Judge J. Waties Waring, South Carolina 
equalitarian. 

I recently spent such a day with Judge 
Waring. The daily penalty the Judge and 
his Northern wife, Mrs. Elizabeth Avery 
Waring, are paying for upholding Negro 
rights in so traditional a Southern commu- 
nity as Charleston is, in a word, to live 
under the “silent treatment.” 

This is the burden foisted upon Judge 
Waring for his 1947 decision opening the 
hitherto white Democratic party to 
Negroes. Charlestonians also blame Mrs. 
Waring’s outspoken criticism of the South. 


This treatment is all the more startling 
to non-Southerners, considering the fact 
that Judge Waring is a member of one of 
the city’s most aristocratic families—on 
both sides. Many Charlestonians ‘say the 
feeling against Judge Waring was stirred 
up originally when he was divorced by his 


first wife and then remarried—this time: 


to a Northern woman of outspoken views 
on the rights of Negroes. 

Judge Waring spends almost every ev 
ning at his beautiful house on Meeting 
street. Here, overlooking Fort Sumter, he 
reads almost constantly. studying Negro 
history, anthropology and ology. On 
his library shelves also are rare books on 
law and economics. All his books show 
signs of much use. 

His decisions reflect this careful study. 
For instance, the state Democratic leaders 
have not yet been able to find a loophole 
in his 1947 decision, Incidentally, Judge 


Waring bolstered his decision a year later 
by an injunction. This decree was aimed 
at county chairmen, giving them the choice 
of obeying or going to jail. They obeyed. 

“I’m paying for my interpretations of 

the law in a hard way,” Judge Waring 
says. 
“I walk from my house to the courthouse 
every morning. I pass many former 
friends, many of them men and women I 
grew up with. There is no friendly greet- 
ing, not even a sign of recognition. 

“About the only white people who speak 
to-me are lawyers—-and they do so only 
because they can’t afford not to speak to 
the judge.” : 

The Warings are kept under a constant 
barrage of mental torture.. Almost every 
night someone calls anonymously on the 
phone to castigate the couple. 

I came away with the feeling that here 
was a Southerner who had gone through 
many torturing hours arriving at his con- 
clusions. One of the criticisms heard of 
him itn Charleston is that he has been un- 


‘usually vehement in his decisions, using 


them to denounce the South. 
The Judge feels it is necessary to speak 
y to wake up the South. Force of 
the law, he says, is the only way to bring 
about racial equality below Mason and 
Dixon's line.

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Between Book Ends 


An English Marquand 


STRAIT AND NARROW, by Geoffrey Cotterell. (J. 

B. Lippincott Co., 384 pgs., $3.50.) 

It is not hard to see why the Book So- 
ciety of England has laid its mark of ap- 
proval on this novel, Mr. Cotterell’s fourth 
since the war ended. For equally good 
reasons the book clubs in America wel- 
come John P. Marquand’s latest, and the 
comparison between the two novelists, sug- 

gested on the jacket 
of this book, indi- 
cates what the clubs 
want and what they 


get. 

It should hini at 
the sentimental skel- 
etons lurking in the 
cupboards of nicely 
conventional and 
reasonably successful 
folk. This skeleton, 
in Mr. Cotterell’s 
book, is the affair of 
his hero, Richard 
Tarrant, with the 
Dutch girl Annetje. 
Such a romantic epi- 
sode provides the conventional reader 
with that escape from the burden of re- 
spectability which he is either too timor- 
ous to indulge in or too prudent to pro- 
claim. 

Along with this escape must go a con- 
viction of the realness of the people. and 
their background. As Marquand went into 
details about banking in “Point of No 
Return,” so Cotterell writes plausibly 
about legal training and the practice of 
law in England. 

The manner of writing, too, is impor- 
tant. It should be fluent, competent,

workmanlike, free of the allusiveness that. ~ 


marks really great writing. A touch of 
malice in the conversations and occasion- 
ally in the descriptions of character adds 
flavor, but there must be less than Aldous 
Huxley permits, and there must be no 
savage attack on anybody. The tone must 
be muted, civilized, as in the innuendos 
of polite conversation. As when Marion 
remarks of her husband in this story, “You 
may be dull, darling, damned dull, but 
you get 10 out of 10 for not being af- 
fected.” 

What meaning there is must be muted, 
too, never too obvious and never too pro- 
found. Just as Charles Gray in “Point of 
No Return” comes to the realization that 
he walks an unceasing economic and social 
treadmill, so Richard Tarrant, having lost 
Annetje and been the cause of his wife’s 
death, wakes up to the utter loneliness of 
a self-centered pursuit of success. 

This kind of novel gratifies much that 
is decent, and a little of the indecency, in 
the majority of readers. . Cotterell 
throws in interesting sidelights on England 
in wartime; a dramatic incident when 
Richard’s Lancaster is brought down over 
Holland, a couple of restrained love epi- 
sodes between Richard and Annetje, and 
a thoroughly melodramatic close when 
Nancy, the injured wife, verifies her sus- 
picions and rushes off blindly to a motor 
accident and death. And Nancy’s parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Gaffrey, have all of the 
malodorousness of the new-rich, a 
apparently as amenable to satire in Eng- 
land as elsewhere. ; 

For readers, then, who like to see their 
imaginary neighbors sprinkled with the 
spice of malice, here is a palatable dish, 
and they will be happy to know that no- 
body in the book actually follows the path 
indicated by the title. In fact the title 
itself may have malice concealed in it.

. NEW YORK, Feb. 27 (UP)— 
The arrest of a ninth basketball 
player on charges of “throwing” 
two games back in 1948 opened 
up a brand-new field today in 
the biggest sports scandal of the 
post-war era.

LEGISLATOR UNDER 
INDICTMENT OVER 
ILLINOIS GONTRAGT 


Representative J. J. Ad- 
duci Accused of Illegal- 
ly Profiting From State 
Envelope Buying. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Feb. 27 
(AP)—State Representative James 
J. Adduci of Chicago was indicted 
by a Sangamon county grand jury 
yesterday on a charge of profit- 
ing illegally from a state contract. 

Adduci, 56-year-old Republican, 
is serving his ninth two-year 
term in the Iilinois House. 

The indictment, containing four 
counts, accused him of “corruptly 
and unlawfully” receiving a 
“large amount” in commissions 
on state envelopes. purchased 
from the Central Envelope and 
Lithographing Co. of Chicago. 

The charge is a misdemeanor, 


punishable by a fine up to $1000 
on conviction. 

Evidence of $5490 Payment. 

State’s Attorney George P. 
Coutrakon told reporters that evi- 
dence was presented that the 
company paid Adduci $5490, but 
that the grand jury had no way 
of determining how much of the 
sum represented commissions on 
the state envelope contracts. 

Coutrakon said the impetus for 
the grand jury investigation was 
a report by United States Sena- 
tor Estes Kefauver that Adduci 
testified during a recent Senate 
Crime Commission hearing in 
Chicago that part of his income 
came from commissions on en- 
velope sales to the state. 

Circuit Judge DeWitt Crow 
fixed bond at $1500. He held up 
issuing a bench warrant for Ad- 
duci’s arrest because of the leg- 
islator’s constitutional immunity 
while the General Assembly is in 
session. The Assembly began its 
reZular six-months session Jan. 3. 

Adduci was charged in the in- 
dictment with violating a state 
law prohibiting a legislator from 
being interested, directly or in- 
directly, in certain state con- 
tracts. 

Two Deals Mentioned. 

One count in the indictment 
charged that Adduci became in- 
terested in a $8176 contract on 
July 6, 1950. Another count said 
he became interested in a $13,- 
140 contract on Oct. 21, 194%. 

The remaining counts were 
technical and covered the same 
two transactions. 

Coutrakon showed reporters a 
photostatic copy of a check made 
out to Adduci for $5490 and 
dated Jan. 11, 1950. It was signed 
by M. R. De Tolve. 

Michael R. De Tolve is presi- 
dent of the Central Envelope and 
Lithographing Co. He testified 
before the grand jury. 

Coutrakon said De Tolve told 
the jurors the check represented 
commissions of 10 per cent on 
the $21,316 state business de- 
scribed in the indictment, plus 
an advance on anticipated busi- 
ness Adduci was expected to pro- 
duce. 


HISTORICAL ARTICLES ON VIEW 
IN BOATMEN’S BANK WINDOW 


Articles brought out of attics 
and preserved by the Missouri 
Historical Society as part of the 
story of St. Louis are included 
in an eight-window display at 
Boatman’s National Bank, Broad- 
way and Olive street. 

A pewter bed-and-toddy warm- 
er, a century-old sewing machine 
and a pack of Civil War playing 
cards are in the display. Also in- 
cluded is the key to the Gratiot 
street prison where Southern 
sympathizers were incarcerated, 
and the letter in which Missouri’s 
pro-Confederate Governor, Clai- 
borne F. Jackson, denounced a 
Lincoln call for volunteers as ‘an 
unholy crusade.” 

Of more recent interest is the 
Wright Brothers Memorial Trophy 
which Charles A. Lindbergh pre- 
sented to the historical society’s 
Lindbergh collection after the 
National Aeronautic Association 
awarded him the trophy in 1949.

Facts on Sleep 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


LTHOUGH everyone spends at least one-fourth of his life 
A tiecving no one knows yet exactly what produces normal 

sleep. There are some rather appealing theories, but the 
exact manner in which natural sleep comes about has not yet 
been proved. However, a number of things about sleep are 
known. 

Everyone does not need the same amount of sleep. People 
are as individually different in their sleeping requirements as 
they are in their food needs. The only general rule that 
applies is that you need that amount of sleep following which 
you feel ‘refreshed and rested. Some people feel fine with 
only a few hours sleep each night. Others have to sleep eight 
or even 10 hours to feel in best’ condition. 

ee ae 

DURING SLEEP, your muscles are almost completely re- 
laxed, the heart is at rest over half the time during the longer 
pauses between the fewer beats, breathing slows down and, 
During sleep, the 
resting tissues are renewed, and natural wastes are cleaned out 
of the body cells. Because muscular activity is practically nil 
during sleep, your heat production falls off and you need more 
body covering to protect you than when awake. 

Healthy people usually get all the sleep they need whether 
they realize it or not. You may get it all in one lump during 
six to 10 hours, or you may get it in cat naps or intermittent 
dozing during the night. ; 

Sleep steals upon you gradually. Relaxation consists of 
putting your physical and mental machinery in neutral. No 
one falls asleep while exercising physically. Neither do you 
fall asleep while exercising mentally—while wrestling with the 
problem of trying to sleep. , 

The best way to stay awake at night is to worry about 
going to sleep. The easiest way to fall asleep quickly is not to 
think about sleep at all. Your thinking has to shift into neutral. 
Imagining that they are looking at a black velvet theater cur- 
tain helps some people black out and fall asleep.

‘ USING SLEEPING PILLS each night is the worst way to 
develop a satisfying sleep habit. While they may be handy for 
the occasional night when great sorrow or illness has upset 
you, using them each night for weeks as a regular thing can be 
dangerous. And, if you are used to being knocked out by 
sleeping pills, sleep is even harder to achieve after you stop 
using them. 

The best way to get as much sleep as you need is to forget 
about it entirely. Although a small warm snack immediately 
before bedtime helps induce sleep, large pre-bedtime meals 
will keep you awake. Then set the stage for sleep by going to 
bed with the lights out. If you retire about the same time 
every night, and do not prevent the development of a condi- 
tioned reflex for sleep by reading in bed, you will develop 
a sleep habit. |

Gen. Marshall: Bought It to Fit His Hard-Working Assistant Secretary

WASHINGTON, 
. Feb. 27 (INS). 
HE sign ever the door reads 
T t Secretary of De- 
fense.” The room itself is 
huge, and the desk in it built to 
scale. 

Behind that desk sits a diminu- 
tive woman, Anna Rosenberg, for 
whom Gen. George C. M 
himself bought a special desk 
chair so her Cinderella feet would 
touch the floor. 

“There was a big red leather 
chair behind the desk when I 
came here last November,” ex- 
plained Anna, who was Gen. Mar- 
shall’s choice for one of the most 
important jobs in the world today, 
that of handling American man- 


power. 

“My feet didn't touch the floor. 
I was too busy to notice. But 
the General did,” she continued. 


“And he said, ‘Anna, you must 
get a chair that fits you. You 
must especially get one that fits 
your back. That is very impor- 
tant when you work so hard.’ 


“So I told him I would get a 
new chair but I neyer could get 
around to it. And about 10 days 
later, a young man from his office 
came in with this chair, and said 
Gen. Marshall had ordered it for 
me and that I was to use it. 


“Honestly, he’s the sweetest, 
most wonderful man in_ the 
world,” said Anna of the Secre- 
tary of Defense, whose aids fre- 
quently describe him as ‘austere, 
great, brilliant,” but hardly ever 
as sweet, 

But to Anna, he is sweet and 
wonderful and someone for whom 
you willingly work yourself to 
death. For Anna Rosenberg, sud- 
denly thrust into one of the big- 
gest jobs in the nation, has almost 
worked herself to death in the 
three months she has been in 
Washington. 

Now she.only works till 1, 2, 3 
and somtimes 4 a.m. She no 
longer works the night through 
at the Pentagon, suddenly looking 
up to discover it is 6 or 7 a.m.

Noodles Help 
Make Meat 
Go Farther

OME like them thin, some like 
them broad but almost every- 
one likes noodles in some way. 
There are those who prefer them 


.to the very popular spaghetti and 


macaroni. Both have their place 
in cooking. Noodles, because they 
are so tender can be so easily 
formed into ring or a loaf, go par- 
ticularly well with leftover meat. 


A noodle ring made rich with 
eggs, milk and cheese and filled 
is good enough for a party as well 
as for the family meal. We like to 
garnish it with parsley or pimen- 
to. Sometimes, we will dress the 
drained, boiled noodles with but- 
ter and perhaps minced parsley, 
and arrange them in an informal 
ring around our creamed meat. 
Instead of a ring mold, you can 
use a small loaf pan or a casserole 
and make the loaf, after it’s 
turned out, the center of the 
platter. ; 


Another good way of cooking 
noodles is to place them in a 
Shallow casserole, then to lay 
_—_ of cold chicken or other 

eat ayer them, and then cover 
this with a sauce that is flavored 
any way you like. The casserole 
may be put under the broiler or 
in a hot oven until the sauce 
bubbles. Today we are all looking 
for dishes which will make that 
expensive meat go further, and 
noodles b@long in this category.

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Playing Canasta to Win

HE new international Canasta 

laws that will be published 

soon (and will be discussed 
from time to time in this column) 
include some changes of interest 
to those who play two-hand Ca- 
nasta. 

The laws will now say that you 
should draw two cards in each 
turn and discard only one. Of 
course, many players are already 
playing this way. It improves the 
game, but in some cases affects 
your play. For example:

The game has gone several 
rounds. Your opponent is some- 
what ahead; he has taken a mod- 
erate pack, and has melded 
queens, jacks, nines, and sixes. 
Your melds are aces and tens. 

There is a small pack now, con- 
taining a deuce, nine, six, four, 
and five. The five is the last dis- 
card, and you could take it with 
your pair. 

Ordinarily you would take such 
a pack for two reasons. One rea- 
son is, defensive—if you take it, 
your opponent can't. Another rea-

But when you are drawing two 
cards in a turn, you often pass 
up such a small pack. It gives 
you no extra cards, only a 15- 
point meld. Count it up: You 
meld your pair of fives with the 
discarded five and put the other 
four in your hand. That gives you 
two cards more than you started 
with. By drawing from the stock 
you get two cards more than you 
started with, too, and they may 
match your melds or your hand 
better. 


Question: After I drew the last 
card from stock, my hand in- 
cluded four black threes in ad- 
dition to some miscellaneous un- 
playable cards. Since this was my 
last turn, could I not meld three 
of the black threes, discarding 
the fourth to make sure the deal 
would end? 

Answer: No. You can _ meld 
black threes only if you are going 
out on that turn. The fact that 
you will not have another chance 
and that you can guarantee the 
ending of the deal by your “safe” 
discard still does not give you 
the right to meld the black threes 
unless you are able to go out. 


Question: Playing two-hand— 
draw-two discard-one—a player 
draws a nine that matches the up- 
card. She has one nine in her 
hand. Instead of taking her sec- 
ond card from the stock to com- 
plete her draw, may she now take 
the pack with the pair of nines? 

Answer: No. Once you draw 
from the stock you may not, in 
that same turn, shift to the pack.

Head of Program Insists G.I

F rookies are “treated like gen- 
| ttemen today, they owe it in 

large measure to Maj. Gen. 
John M. Devine. Often called 
“Father Devine” by soldiers, he 
is responsible for all their train- 
ing. Perhaps no other American 
has done as much to improve 
their lot as this wiry little man 
with the thin mustache and keen 
sense of humor. 

One evening, at an inform: 
gathering in Fort Dix, I asked t!: 
General what he considered th 
most desirable quality in a moc 
ern G.I. 

“Character,” he _ replied  in- 
stantly. “A man can be as fast 
as a jet plane, as strong as an ox 
and as bright as a quiz kid. But 
without character he won’t make 
a good soldier.” 

The General is sure that you 
can't build a man’s character by 
undermining his self-respect. 
That’s why he insists on recogniz- 
ing every recruit as an individ- 
ual. Until last August, when he 
was in command of Fort Dix, he 
used to greet inductees with these 
words: 

“You're in. the Army now—as 
the old saying goes. But don’t let 
that scare you. The Army pays, 
feeds, clothes and houses you— 
not in luxury but adequately. In 
return you are ‘expected to work. 
Few people in this world get paid 
without working. You and I are 
not in that group.” 

That kind of welcome puts most 
rookies in a mood to “play along 
with that guy.” And as a father 
of four children, the 55-year-old 
General simply continued where 
the service men’s parents had left 
off. 

More from “Father Devine”: 

“Keep your self-control and 
treat others with respect, espe- 
cially the men under you. Never 
brag and never lose your sense 
of humor. Look as neat as pos- 
sible and learn to speak at least 
three sentences in a row without 
swearing.” 

Gen. Devine also issued in- 
structions on how to use a knife 
and fork, how to introduce peo- 
ple to each other and what to 
say to girls at a dance. He even 
advised his men to be nice to 
the chaperons. 

After these elementary lessons, 
he came across with the more 
serious stuff. 

“Can you fill a_ soldier’s 
shoes?” he asked. Then he listed 
the standards of a good service 
man: Discipline, Courage, Honor, 
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Soldier Without It—They're ‘Treated 
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MAJ. GEN. JOHN M. DEVINE, LEFT, THE "FATHER" OF THE NEW ARMY TRAINING PROGRAM, GREETS 


MAJ. GEN. 


WILLIAM K. HARRISON JR., WHO SUCCEEDED HIM AS COMMANDANT OF FORT DIX WHEN 


HE MOVED ON TO THE PENTAGON. GEN. DEVINE LISTS THESE STANDARDS OF A GOOD SERVICEMAN: 
DISCIPLINE, COURAGE, HONOR, PATRIOTISM, MORAL DECENCY. 


Patriotism, Moral Decency. 

These were not just a bunch of 
fine’ words for the General. He 
gave a tresh meaning to every 
one of them:

“Courage is not the absence of 
fear. If it were, only stupid men 
would be courageous. Real cour- 
age consists of going on despite 
a pounding heart. 

“In civilian life honor and in- 
tegrity are very desirable traits. 
In the Army, they are indispensa- 
ble. How much would you trust 
the report of a buddy coming 
back from a one-man patrol if 
you knew him to be a habitual 
liar in minor matters? 

“Patriotic talk alone is no 
proof of patriotism. Anyone can 
wave a flag. The real patriot 


lives his patriotism in everything 
he does. 

“To be decent simply means to 
guide our personal behavior by 
the same principles of justice, 
fair play and mutual respect that 
mark our behavior as a nation.” 

I asked Gen. Devine how these 
pearls of wisdom went down with 
the recruits. 

“Not so well,” he said smilingly. 
“There are always about 10 per 
cent who just don’t seem tocatch 
on—or who don’t want to.” 

The War Department, however, 
feels that his Character Guidance 
program has lifted troop morale 
to unprecedented heights. He is 
now wosking out of the Pentagon, 
having left the Fort Dix com- 
mand to his old West Point class- 
mate, Maj. Gen. William K. Har- 
rison. 

“Father Devine’s” experience 
as an educator dates back almost 
20 years. He taught English at 


Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


NE of the more painful dis- 
Q) coveries you can make is to 

find water leaking out around 
the base of a toilet bowl. This 
can mean one of two things; 
either something has happened to 
the joint packing or the bowl has 
cracked. In any event, the first 
job is to remove the bowl. 

Drain the water out of the bowl 
and flush tank and disconnect the 
pipe between the two. The heads 
of the bolts used to fasten the 
bowl to the floor are covered 
with porcelain caps cemented on 
with plaster of Paris. 

A few light taps with a block 
of wood will loosen them up so 
that the bolts can be removed. 
Work the bowl loose from the 
base and be careful about letting 
anything solid drop down the pipe 
that comes flush with the floor. 

The joint between this pipe 
and the bowl is made tight either 
with an asbestos gasket or putty. 
Check the base of the bowl care- 
fully for signs of a crack. If you 
don’t find any then the trouble 
was with the packing but if the 
bowl has cracked you need a new 
one. 

To replace the old bowl or a 
new one—you'll need either a 
new gasket or about three pounds 
of putty. Use whichever one was 
used on the original job. Take 
care in tightening down the bolts 
not to bring them too tight and 
crack the bowl. Also don’t tighten 
them unevenly. 

Clean the plaster of Paris from 
the inside of the caps and re- 
place them with fresh plaster of 
Paris. Connect in the line from 
tank to bowl and check out the 
system to be sure there are no 
leaks this time.

Swing your left leg across your 
right leg as far as you can, keep- 
ing the left knee straight but not 
rigid. Then swing your left leg 
outward (away from your body) as 
far it will go. Try to keep your 
body erect and motionless 
throughout so that it does not 
sway as your leg swings. Repeat 
five times and reverse your posi- 
tion so that you can give your 
right leg the same workout. 


To whittle down excess flesh at 
the inner thigh, repeat the follow- 
ing routine fifty to a hundred 
times daily.

HE army of today also takes 

extraordinary safeguards to 
“ keep its men in top health. I 
watched a Fort Dix bacteriologist 
examine several vials filled with 
plain water, 

“What's the idea?” I wondered. 

“These are samples from a 
number of lavatories in the Ninth 
Division area,” he explained. “We 
analyze them every .two weeks to 
prevent possible epidemics.” 

I learned that not only the 
water but literally thousands of 
pieces of equipment were tested 
in special laboratories to make 
sure that their use was harmless. 

Everything a soldier might 
touch in the normal course of his 
duties—even the air he breathes 
in the closed cabs and bodies of 
military vehicles—was analyzed 
as a precautionary measure. 

Red Cross ambulances follow 
all rookie companies on training 
marches. The notorious 25-mile- 
hike has been abandoned for 
shorter promenades. 

“No point in a lot of fellows 
getting a lot of sore feet,” Maj. 
John F. Casey explained. 

If a soldier falls ill or suffers 
an accident, he is put into the 
station hospital, the biggest and 
finest in the country. But he 
isn’t likely to stay there long. 
The new drugs and new tech- 
niques in surgery have shortened 
the duration of most diseases. 

“What about V.D.?” I asked 
Capt. John P. Dwyer, the hos- 
pital’s administrator. 

“Ten years ago the average 
venereal cure took 42 days,” he 
said. “Today we need three days. 
But the real good news is that 
we seldom get such cases any- 
more. This is mainly due to bet- 
ter troop morals.” 

Army doctors are less con- 
cerned with physical than mental 
disorders these days. They feel 
there were too many crack-ups in 
World War II. They have estab- 
lished a so-called Mental Hygiene 
Consultation Service which inter- 
views all soldiers showing seri- 
ous signs of emotional instability. 

Those whose cases appear be- 
yond relief, get a medical dis- 
charge right away; the others re- 
celve expert psychiatric treatment 
and are often salvaged. 

On the whole, the “noneffective 
rate’’—the Army’s technical term 
for sick soldiers—has gone down 
from 26.6 to 20.5 per thousand in 
the past 10 years. That’s such a 
tiny fraction that Maj. Gen. Ray- 
mond W. Bliss, the Surgeon Gen- 
eral, could recently assert on a 
note of triumph: 

“The United States Army today 
is healthier than at any previous 
time in its history. It is a safe 
assumption to state that we now 
have the healthiest army in the 
history of the world.”

“gone nuts” by bidding up to the 
grand slam, and that he had seen 
no good reason to pass when, by 
doubling, he might collect 500 
points or more. 


East listened to all this, but he 
could scarcely be too impressed 
because he was watching South 
write down the score, and because 
he had seen with his own eyes 
the course of play! 


West opened the heart queen, 
and South could count only 11 
top tricks. In the absence of any 
double from the opposition, South 
undoubtedly would have tried for 
either the spade or the diamond 
finesse to round out the contract, 
but West’s douhle inspired a dif- 
ferent course of action.
